Linemen of th e Illinois Northern 
Utilities Comp any are now stringing 
the three-way high te i^ rn line from 
Dixon to Leaf River, which is as far 
as the sp ecial p ole 
line

which city it will eventually term in­ 
ate. 
The big wires, 
which 
will 
carry 
133,000 volts of electricity from the 
Dixon hy dro and steam stations, are 
about one inch in diameter, being 
constructed of alum inum with steel 
core—the latter to p rovide the neces­ 
sary strength, while the 
aluminum 
p rovides the conductor of little re­ 
sistance. 
The lines are susp ended from the 
cross arms of the double p oles with 
enormous insulators, ten in a string 
to each wire, and at p oints where the 
.ines cross highway s there are twen­ 
ty of these insulators to a wire, a 
total of sixty on each p ole.
